UXB's are divided into two
types, time bombe which are
set to explode hours or days
after plowing their way into the
ground, or bombs in which the
detonating deviee has at least
momentarily failed to work.

Sometimes these unexploded
bombs are cleverly placed by
the enemy where they are cal-
culated to do the most damage
possible. One may be dropped
in a railroad switch yard or in
the midst of a factory whieh is
working around the clock on war
production.
